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GREAT ROMANTIC POETS

William Wordsworth (1770-1850) 

Wordsworth's early poems have little originality but they show his deep eye 
for nature. The first fruits of his genius were seen in the "Lyrical Ballads", a joint 
production of Coleridge and himself in 1798. It has some of his finest poems. "The 
Prelude was completed in 1805 but not published until 1856, is the record of his 
development as a poet. In 1807, two volumes of his poems were published. 

Wordsworth is here seen at the height of his powers in "The Solitary 
Reaper and the "Daffodils". If we take Wordsworth as a whole, we may say that he 
is spiritualized into a poet by superior powers of imagination. With spiritual feeling 
and insight, he spiritualizes the concept of nature and freedom. He depicts the 
extreme beauty of nature in the "Daffodils" in the following words. 

I wandered lonely as a cloud, 

That floats on high over vales and hills, 

When all at once, I saw a crowd, 

A host of Golden Daffodils, 

Beside the lake, beneath the trees. 

Fluttering and dancing in the breeze 

In Wordsworth, we find three different themes of the return to nature; the 
poetry of nature, the poetry of man in relation to nature and the poetry of man in 
relation to man. We have in Wordsworth, the love of the wilder and grander aspects 
of nature's beauty among mountains, lakes and forests. Wordsworth as a poet can 
be discussed from different angles of his wisdom, art and intellect. He has the gift of 
imagination in the highest and the strictest sense of the world. As a poet of nature, 
he excels and stands supreme. 

For that reason, Wordsworth is called a worshiper of nature, its devotee or 
high priest. With the help of his God given imagination, he creates a new and 
intense interest in nature. When we study his poems such as London 1802, It is a 
Beauteous Evening, The World is too much with us, To the Cuckoo, We are Seven 
and The Two April Morning; we can see that he explores the nature and opens new 
vistas of poetry. In his eyes, nature is a teacher as well as a great poet whose 
wisdom we can learn if we will. 
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Alfred Tennyson (1809-1892) 

Tennyson is generally regarded as a great poet of nature in the history of 
English Literature. In fact, he is the greatest next only to Wordsworth. He was a 
great lover of nature and he observed and watched the scenes of nature closely and 
minutely. He used to wander in the midst of the scenes of nature, rapt in the beauty 
of nature, feeling fascinated by its various objects and phenomenon. 

One of Tennyson's poems "In memoriam" provides ample evidence of his 
great interest and love for nature. Nature's imagery is one of the most outstanding 
ingredients of his poems like "Crossing the Bar" and "Break, Break, Break". Tennyson 
here appears as a great landscape painter. His pictures of landscape clearly show his 
minute and close observation of nature and his vivid and accurate rendering of what 
he has observed. In "Break, Break, Break", he says. 

Break, Break, Break, 

On thy cold grey stones, 0 Sea! 

And j would that my tongue could utter, 

The thoughts that arise in me 

If we compare Tennyson with Wordsworth, we become at once aware of a 
marked difference in their treatment of nature. Wordsworth dwells mainly upon 
nature's calm, majestic and kindly aspects; while for Tennyson, nature is a process of 
law and its external world is sublime and beautiful. We must not shut our eyes to 
another effect of scientific thought upon the mind of Tennyson with regard to his 
outlook on nature. 

Scientific thinking made Tennyson aware of the cruelty and the waste in 
nature. He says nature cares neither for the single life nor yet for the type. For him, 
nature brings to life and it brings to death. Alfred Tennyson surely loves nature's 
beauty and he loves it with a genuine sincerity but he also feels its indifference and 
cruelty though he is ultimately able to regain his faith. 

John Keats (1796-1821) 

Keats was a conscientious poet and a conscious artist. Throughout his poetic career, 
he went on thinking about the nature and function of poetry. In his earlier poems, 
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he expressed his idea about poetry. In his later poems, he made an attempt to 
formulate his ideas about poetry in which he considers that poetry is higher than the 
great gift of sleep. He wrote poems like Ode to Nightingale, Ode to Autumn, Ode on 
Grecian Urn and La Belle Dame Sans Merci. 

Keats wished that there should be supremacy of imagination in poetry. 
According to him, poetry should be great and un-obstructive. It should not be a 
forced thing. He wrote that it had no self. It is everything and nothing. It has no 
character, It enjoys light and shade. Keats says that poetry should surprise by a fine 
excess. It should strike the reader as a wording of his own thoughts and appear 
almost a remembrance. In "La Belle Dame Sans Merci", he says; 

Oh what can ail thee; 

Knight-at-arms? 

Alone and palely loitering? 

The sedge is witherd from the lake, 

And no birds sing 

Keats loaded every rift with ore. The most obvious of his characteristics is 
rich derived not from just one or two senses but from all the five senses. In one of 
his letters, Keats wrote, "I find earlier days are gone by. I can have no enjoyment in 
the world but continual drinking of knowledge. I find that there is no worldly pursuit 
but the idea of doing some good to the world." 

Keats further wrote, "Some do it with their society, some with their wit, 
some with their benevolence, some with a sort of power of conferring pleasure and 
good humour on all they meet and in a thousand ways, all dutiful to the command 
of great nature. There is but one way for me. The road lies through application, 
study and thought. I should be glad but as I am not, I shall turn my soul." 

Samuel Taylor Coleridge (1775-1834) 

Coleridge is one of the great romantic poets. In 1795, he made his 
acquaintance with Wordsworth. Their "Lyrical Ballads" containing Coleridge's 
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"Ancient Mariner" appeared in 1798. He wrote the first part of "Christ Abel" and 
"Kubla Khan" in 1797 and contributed some of his best poems to the morning post 
during 1798-1802. In 1817, his "Biographia Literaria" appeared. He also wrote 
poems like "What is life", "Water Ballad" and "Yopth and Age/ 

Coleridge's finest poems "The Ancient Mariner" and Kubla Khan are 
characterized by the sense of mystery that he suggests. His gift of higher mood is 
seen in such poems as "The Devil's Thoughts." Apart from the poetry, Coleridge did 
valuable work in literary criticism maintaining that the true end of poetry is to give 
pleasure through the medium of beauty. In one of his poems, "Youth and Age", he 
beautifully describes young and old age in this way. 

Flowers are lovely; Love is flower like, 

Friendship is a sheltering tree; 

0! The joys, that come shower like, 

Of Friendship, Love and Liberty, 

Ere I was old! 

The "Biographia Literaria" contains much of Coleridge's criticism in 
particular to the poem of Wordsworth. In philosophy, he advocated a spiritual and 
religious interpretation of life based on what he had learnt from Kant and Schilling. 
He was peculiarly fascinated by the interruptions of spiritual world and struggling 
branches of marvel that startle. He was sensitive to the beauty of landscape. 

Coleridge was not a poet of love in any special sense. He was allured to 
rarer and remoter tracts of humanity, lurking places, strange dreams and fantastic 
anomalies of belief. Feeding with ravishment upon his sensations, Coleridge had the 
mystic impatience and disbelief of them and with all his exquisite power of poetic 
realism; he was yet more himself.

18 th AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION OF PAKISTAN 
(A MAJOR EVEN A HISTORIC DEVELOPMENT)

The ail-party parliamentary committee, headed by 
Senator Raza Rabbani drafted the bill. A 27 member 
parliamentary committee was constituted on June 23, 2009 to

revisit the 1973 Constitution in order to repeal the 17 
amendment and strike a balance of power between the 
President and the Prime Minister including removal from the 
constitution of controversial Clause 58{2)b. The all-party 
parliamentary committee revisited all 280 articles of the constitution and proposed 
amendment to about 100 of them. The committee which worked on this draft for 
nine months included representatives from all the political groups having 
representation in the two houses of the parliament. The Rabbani committee held 
some 79 meetings and resolved all issues without succumbing to external pressure. 

Well, this is the best constitutional thing to happen since the 1973 
consensus constitution. It is, indeed, a major even a historic development. The 18 th 
amendment to the constitution of Pakistan was passed by the National Assembly on 
April 8, 2010, removing the power of the President of Pakistan to dissolve the 
Parliament unilaterally turning Pakistan from a semi-presidential to a parliamentary 
republic and renaming North-West Frontier Province to Khyber Pakhtunkhwa. This 
historic amendment reversed many infringements on constitution of Pakistan over 
several decades by its military rulers. The amendment bill was passed by the Senate 
of Pakistan on April 15, 2010 and became an act of Parliament when a smiling 
President Asif Ali Zardari put his signature on the bill on April 19, 2010. It was the 
first time in the history of Pakistan that a President relinquished a significant part of 
his powers willingly and transferred them to Parliament and the office.of the Prime 
Minister. 

The Kev Aspects of the 18 th Amendment : - The 18 th Amendment enacts more than 
hundred changes, both large and small to Pakistan's Constitution. 

Greater Role for Parliament and Prime Minister: - The amendment transfers 
greater authority to the Parliament and the Prime Minister through the following 
changes. 
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• Transfers the position of chief executive of the nation from the President to 
the Prime Minister. 

• Reduces the requirement for the Prime Minister to consult with the 
President to a duty to keep him informed of policy matters. 

• Requires that the President consult with the Prime Minister whose 
recommendations are binding on all choices for Provincial Governors and 
military service chiefs though the President remains the office charged with 
their appointments. 

• Removes limits on Prime Minister's serving more than two terms. 

Limits on Presidential Powers: • The amendment limits presidential powers 
following years of a strengthened presidency. 

•" -Umiting the amount of time the President may consider bills passed by 
Parliament before approving them. 

• Transferring the powers to submit matters directly to Parliament for a yes or 
no vote to the Prime Minister. 

• Removing the infamous article 58-2(b) which granted the power to the 
President to unilaterally dismiss the National Assembly. 


Judiciary Composition and Appointments: - 


• Neither President nor Prime Minister will have a direct role in judicial 
appointment under the 18 th Amendment. The appointment will instead be 
handled by a two tier system. A judicial commission will propose nominees 
and a special parliamentary committee split evenly between the government 
and the opposition will confirm them. The seven member judicial 
commission (nine member judicial commission through 19 th Amendment) 


will be chaired by the Chief Justice of Supreme Court to nominate candidates 
for appointments to the apex court and high courts, four senior most judges 
of the same court and a former judge of the apex court to be named by the 
Chief Justice, the federal law minister, the attorney general and a senior 
lawyer to be nominated by the Pakistan Bar Council. 

• The judicial commission's nominees appear to have their confirmation 
guaranteed. Rejecting a nominee requires a three quarters majority from the 
parliamentary committee and absent rejection a nominee is deemed 
confirmed within 14 days.regardless of whether a vote was taken or not. 
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Federal and Provincial Balance: - 

• Tensions between the central government and the provinces over the 
distribution of authority and revenues date back to Pakistan s inception and 
have prompted some of its most traumatic upheavals, most prominently the 
1971 secession of Bangladesh. Many of the country s leading political parties 
have long demanded increased autonomy for the provinces. The 18 
Amendment takes important steps toward resolving some of these tensions 
through devolution of authority and a strengthened role for the Council on 
Common Interests, a joint federal-provincial forum. 

• The 18 th Amendment eliminates the "Concurrent List', an enumeration of 
areas where both- federal and provincial governments may legislate but 
federal law prevails. Laws governing marriage, contracts, firearms 
possession, labor, educational curriculums, environmental pollution, 
bankruptcy and forty other diverse areas of provinces would have exclusive 
jurisdiction and each provincial assembly will be responsible for drafting its 
own laws on the issues. 

Changing the North-West Frontier Province's Name: - Through 18 th Amendment 
the country's North West Frontier Province or NWFP has been renamed as Khyber 
Pakhtoonkhwa. 

Local Government System: - Provinces required by law to establish local 
government systems, devolve political, administrative and financial responsibility 
and authority to the elected representatives. 

Strength of Cabinet: - The total strength of cabinet should not exceed 11% of total 
membership of Parliament. Good governance by restricting the size of the cabinet 
into 11% of the members of Parliament and respective provinces. 

Caretaker Prime Minister/ Chief Minister: - On dissolution of the assembly or 
completion of its term, a caretaker Prime Minister shall be selected by the President 
in consultation with the Prime Minister and the Leader of the Opposition in the 
outgoing National Assembly. Similarly, a caretaker Chief Minister will be appointed 
in consultation with the Chief Minister and the Leader of the Opposition in the 
outgoing Provincial Assembly.. 
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Seats for the Minorities in the Senate: - Four seats, one from each province, should 
be allocated in the Senate for the minorities to increase their strength. The Senate 
shall consist of 104 instead of 100 members with addition of one minority member 
from each province. 

Provincial Governor: - Provincial Governor should be a resident and registered voter 
of his/ her province. He/ She would be appointed by the President on Prime 
Minister's advice. 

Chief Election Commissioner: - The Prime Minister shall, in consultation with the 
Leader of the Opposition in the National Assembly, forward three names for 
appointment of the Chief Election Commissioner to a parliamentary committee for 
hearing and confirmation of any one person. The total strength of the parliamentary 
committee shall not exceed 12 members out of which one third shall be from the 
Senate. The committee, to be constituted by the Speaker, shall comprise 50% from 
opposition parties. In case, there is no consensus between the Prime Minister and 
the Leader of the Opposition, each shall forward separate list to the parliamentary 
committee for consideration, which may confirm one name. 

Highlights of the 18 th Constitutional Amendment : - 

• Restriction imposed on the Attorney General for doing private practice. 

• Working days of the Senate have been increased from 90 to 110. 

• There shall be no restriction on the number of terms for the offices of the 
Prime Minister and the Chief Minister. 

• Proclamation of emergency in the province due to internal disturbances 
would require a resolution from the Provincial Assembly. If the President 
acts on his own, the proclamation of emergency shall be placed before 
both houses of Parliament for approval by each house within 10 days. 

• All elections under constitution, other than those of Prime Minister and 
Chief Minister, to be by secret ballot. 

• It has been recommended that the state will provide free and 
compulsory education to children aged between 5 and 16 years. 

• Amendments to Clause 1 seek substitution of 'Baluchistan' with 
"Balochistan", and 'Sind' with "Sindh". 

• Insertion of Clause sought to bar persons acquiring citizenship of a 
foreign country from contesting elections to Parliament. 
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• Under representation of any class or area in the service of Pakistan may 
be redressed in such a manner as may be determined by an act of 

Parliament. 

. Amendment to Article 157 says federal government must consult 
provincial governments before installing hydroelectric power stations in 

any province. 

• Prime Minister would advise the President on appointment of the 
Chairman of the chiefs of staff committee and chiefs of three armed 
forces. 

• Formation of the Council of Common Interests should be revised with 
Prime Minister as its Chairman. The council should meet at least once in 
90 days.

• Prime Minister shall keep the President informed on all matters of 
internal and foreign policy and on all legislative proposals the federal 
government intends to bring before the Majlis-e-Shoora (Parliament). 

To sum up, the unanimous passage of the 18 th Amendment to Pakistan's 
Constitution by the Parliament is a major development and deserves the attention 
of outside observers for its attempt to establish a parliamentary government 
system. The amendment constitutes one of the most dramatic deconcentrations of 
power in Pakistan since the drafting of its 1973 Constitution. 

Pakistan's Parliament has institutionalized a new political consensus on the 
country's legal and political framework with the 18 th Amendment's passage. It gives 
the Parliament, Prime Minister, Judiciary and the Provincial Governments greater 
autonomy under the constitution. While these changes represent an opportunity for 
Pakistan's political parties to begin seriously addressing the country's critical 
economic and security problems.

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WHAT IS A GMO? 

Mushtaq Gichki (Lecturer in Zoology} 

GMO is the abbreviation for Genetically Modified Organism, It is an organism 
whose genetic material or genome has been altered using genetic engineering techniques 
so that its DNA contains one or more genes not normally found there. GMOs are also known 
as Transgenic Organisms. They are the source of genetically modified foods and are also 
widely used in scientific research and to produce goods other than food. Other names for 
the process include Genetic Engineering (GE) or Genetic Modification (GM) which are one 
and the same. 

Examples of GMOs: * There are many. GMOs which include strawberries, tomatoes injected 
with fish genes to protect the fruit from freezing, goats injected with spider genes to 
produce milk with proteins, salmon fish that are genetically engineered with a growth 
hormone that allows them to keep growing larger, dairy cows injected with the genetically 
engineered hormone to increase milk production and rice injected with human genes to 
produce pharmaceuticals As of 2014, the USDA 

reports the following percent of all crops grown in the U.S. are genetically modified: 

• Soybeans - 94% (up from 93% in 2013) 

• Corn - 93% (up from 90% in 2013) 

• Cotton - 96% (up from 90% in 2013) 

• Sugar Beets - 90% as of 2013 • .Canola - 88% 

• Hawaiian papaya - more than 50% 

• Quest brand tobacco -100% 

• Alfalfa (recently approved by the FDA; widely fed to animals to produce meat and milk) 

• Kentucky Bluegrass (recently approved by the FDA; even more widely fed to animals to 
produce meat and milk. 

It is believed that GMOs will feed the world's ever growing hungry population with greater 
crop yields, more drought resistance, increased nutrition and other worthy sounding 
benefits. 
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Difference between GMOs and Hybridization / Cross-Breeding: - Genetic modification is 
the process of forcing genes from one species into another entirely unrelated species. 
Unlike cross breeding or hybridization, genetic engineering forcefully breaches the naturally 
occurring barriers between species. 

Why Worry About GMOs? The most common argument in favor of GMOs is that humans 
have been genetically engineering species for hundreds of years, resulting in larger corn 
plants, dog breeds that serve unique purposes and seedless grapes but this too is another 
misleading statement. What human has been doing for centuries is called hybridization 
already an invasive grass in its natural state 

Benefits of GMOs: - Ail the GM plants are pest resistance, herbicide tolerance, disease 
resistance and drought tolerance etc. 

Disadvantages of GMOs: - There are certain issues and negative effects of GMOs. Allergen 
city is one of these major issues. Certain GM foods have caused serious allergic reactions. 
That is why; there is need for extensive testing of GM foods before declaring them safe for 
humans. 

Ban on GMOs: - GMOs are currently labeled, extremely restricted or banned in 64 countries 
including the entire European Union (United Kingdom, Norway, Luxembourg, Austria, 
Germany, France, Hungary, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Greece, and Ireland). 

Current Status of GMOs: - GMOs are now present in the majority of processed foods 
consumed in the world. Natural crops are being infected through cross-pollination. Some 
are developing a form of auto-immune dysfunction that causes plants to die before harvest. 
Fish, wildlife and insects are being born with defects, infertility, or dying prematurely, either 
from direct exposure or consuming exposed prey. Bees which rely upon pollinating our 
crops are dying whether due to the increase in herbicides that came about during the rapid 
adoption of herbicide-resistant GMO crops, or colony collapse disorder, or a relationship 
between the two 
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Conclusion: • The GMOs can help in food production, drought resistance, disease resistance, 
but in addition it may produce a number of threats, they can also have an impact on agro 
industry of developing countries. The GMOs can be complementary to the traditional crops 
but by no means can they replace the traditional crops, the world must ensure that the 
standards are followed in using the GMOs, the developing countries like Pakistan should 
ensure strong scientific and research based approach in the field.

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ISSUES OF BALOCHISTAN

The province of Balochistan has always been neglected purely on political 
reasons. Regrettably, area wise the largest province of the country has not only 
been ignored due to its low population but also its small number of votes in 
country s politics. Owing to this utter negligence on the part of policymakers, the 
populace of this region has been sandwiched. Balochistan is poorly educated and 
inherently feudalists and its so called democrats or politicians are lacking in the far 
sightedness altogether. 

Owing to its less value in terms of vote, the province has been negated the 
benefits of its geographical, geological and geopolitical importance wherein the 
significance of Gwadar is worthy to mention. The soil of the province is affluent in 
terms of natural resources of varied nature. Though it is the wealthiest province but 
in contrast its majority of population is poor. Therefore, there is dire need to shun 
only skin deep political approach towards Balochistan. Indeed, poverty, illiteracy and 
socio economic deprivations are the primary issues and must be addressed 
immediately. 

It is really sad to witness the prevalent Insecurity in our country. Safety has 
become a thorny issue and no one feels safe. Balochistan is the largest province of 
Pakistan but it is also the least populated and least developed province. Tribal 
structures dominate the political process and ethnic diversity further adds to the 
political fragmentation. The socio economic indicators show a gloomy picture of the ■ 
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state of affairs in Balochistan. Its development has remained a neglected subject 
even during colonial rule. Given its unique geostrategic significance, the defence 
oriented policies of the British administration focused on the construction of 
strategically important rail and road networks to link Balochistan with China and 
India but ignored other infrastructure important for the socio economic 
development of the region. 

After the creation of Pakistan, Balochistan was given special attention in the 
second five years development plan (1960-65) and the third five years development 
plan (1965-70) while no significant development took place during successive years. 
With the passage of time, Baloch grievances have been increasing because of the 
fact that the Baloch people have been kept from participating in mainstream 
politics, the unequal distribution of resources and their demand for greater 
autonomy not being met 

To address the grievances of the people of Balochistan, many suggestions 
had been put forward from time to time. Two parliamentary committees were 
constituted in 2004 to identify Baloch concerns regarding constitutional issues and 
reservations on the initiation of mega projects in the province. In 2009 Pakistan 
People's Party government took an initiative and introduced the Aghaz Haqooq 
Balochistan Package to address these political problems. In-the subsequent years, 
the 7 th NFC Award and 18 th Constitutional Amendment were successively passed to 
transfer more resources to the province and to give it greater autonomy but these 
initiatives could not resolve the issues of Balochistan due to a lack of proper 
implementation.
